h. The AHE is also reportedly sponsoring a new scheme, which is becoming known 
as the "Dunam Plan"; although credit for the incentive of this plan 
purportedly belongs to the Arab League, This new plan is to insure that 
every Arab is solicited for funds to be used specifically fcr the purchase 
of land in Palestine. Once the land is bought, it is to be registered 

in the name cf the donor, whose name will then be inscribed in the "Golden 
Book for Saving of Palestine Land." The Dunam Plan is reportedly designed 
to purchase other available lands’ in the country, such as German-omed 
properties and State lands, in addition to fulfilling functions more or Less 
similar to the Arab National Fund in the preservation of Areb-owmed Land. 


So The AHE is reported to be concerning itself with Youth Organizations, in 
addition to its other interests, Rafiq al-Tamimi, a member of the AHE, 
continues in charge of the Youth Organization, originally established by 
the Mufti, despite the fact that the fusion of Najjadah and Futtuwa has 
been accomplished through the placing of the herged organizations under 
Mahmid Labib, the former commander, who has since left Palestine . 

According to source, the merger was engineered by the AHE for the purpose 

of dispensing with Muhammad Nimr Hawarl, leader of Najjadah, whose influence 
over the members of Najjadah was becoming so great as to be viewed with 
concern by the Mufti himself. Although Hawari remained as one of the deputy 
commanders, the fact that Najjadah does no longer exist presumably precludes 
the possibility of Hawari'’s regaining control. 


The Arab Higher Executive reportedly is contemplating maintaining 
representatives abroad, particularly in the United States. Such representatives 
are to function along the line of the Arab Offices of Musa al-Alami, although 
independent of the Arab Office: ‘Izz al-Din al-Shawwa is reported as having 
established such an office in London, Al~Shawwa, an adherent of the Mufti, 
is a former Jenin District officer exiled from Palestine following his 
participation in the 1937 rebellion of Fawzi Qawuqji., Wasif Kammal and ‘Isa 
Nakhla are allegedly to remain in New York as permanent representatives of 
the AHE, Akram Zu‘aytar, a Palestinian Arab from Nablus and former teacher 
in governient schools, is reportedly going to Rio de Janeivo, Brazil, as 

the AHE representative there. Zu'aytar is said to have been active during 
disturbances in Palestine, and had to leave the country because of those 
activities. 
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
